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ORDER OF DISMISSAL

This claim, for an unstated amount, against the.Government of Cuba,

under Title V of the International Claims Settlement Act of 1949, as amended,

was opened by the Commission, on behalf of a stockholder of Tropical Gas

Company, Inc. based upon certain losses which may have been sustained as a

result of actions by the Government of Cuba since January 1, 1959.

Claims for

such-stockholders were opened on ~hat bas~s.                                              ,

The Company certified as o~ September 6, 1%8 the names of ce~n o~

those s~ockholde~s who o~ed s~ock on ~he da~e of loss and to

date o£ £il£ng of its claim on May 1, 1967.
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However, counsel’S letter of later date, Decembelr 16, 1968 discloses

that the Company was unable to certify that the claimant herein owned

stock on the date of loss and to at least May I, 196~.

Since it has not been established that the claimant h~rein owned

interests in property which was nationalized, expropriated or otherwise

gaken by the Government of Cuba on the date of loss, the Commission finds

LQ this claim is not within the purview of Title V of the Act. Accordingly,

;t is

ORDERED that this claim be and it is hereby dismissed.                            "
